The box w»e shipped from Salt Lake,

1893. 
It was left at the freight ollice ol 


the Union PaelUo at that place the day 
before by a man giving his name as G. 
M. Morgan, and was billed to Q.M. 
Morgan, No. 101! Jefforaon street, Chi. 


The freight wan prepaid and the Blllp- 


per took a" train ostensibly for this city 
the same dav. It waa shlppedaa house- 
hold Goods and weighed 540 pounds. It 
arrived in Chicago February 10th and 
remained ill the Chicago and r-orth- 
western freight depot until July 23 
1893. 
It wan unclaimed, and notice 


sent to the address on tho box elicited 
no reply. On that date it was delivered 
to tho warehouse belonging to the auo 
tioneors where It remained for nenrl, 
tliree veers. On February 9th it wa 
decide'd to sell the box at auction to «e 
back tlie freight aud storage charges 
A notice was then sent to the coneigne 
at Salt Lake, that ho would be givei 
until February 28tll to pay tho charge 
and redeem it. So reply being receive 
the box was Bold and the diacovury o 
tho body followed. 


Two clews were followed by the po 


lice. One theory was that the body wn 
that ol Oliver Pike, and that he hn 
been murdered in Seattle, Wash. H 
relatives identified tho body and had 
taken to Fayotte for burial. Ho disa 
peared from Seattle July 3, 1892, an 
waa never heard from until a few da; 
ago, when he wrote to his relatives, 
was thought that Pike had been mil 
dered from damaging evidence he po 
BBBsed concerning the operations of i 
inaaneasvlum at Steilacoom. Waab. i 
investigation was made but no definite 
proof waa ever established that Pike . 
had been done away with bv the sup- 
posed persons at tbe Steilacoom asylum 
and the matter was dropped. 


Mra. A. T. Mother and O. G. Gonot, 


cousins of Pike, wore seen last night m 
Ravenewood. They have been in com- 
munication with the miBBing man'a 
mother and elated that she believed her 
son was atill alive and that .a mistake 
had been made in the identification of 
the body found in the trunk at Austin. 
Presents had been received by Pike a 
Bister purporting to come from him and 
he hod alao sent a photograph. 


In a letter received by Pike's mother 


he elated that ho would return to his 
home in Fayette, Orn'n, some time in 
June. His cousin, Mr. Goriot. inti- 
mated that Fiko had gotten into Borne 
trouble out in Washington and bad a 
rjurpose in wanting to lose his identit- 
for a time.

STOCKTON, April 10.—Al Viertong a 
.ining man and well-known prospector 
£ Tuolumne and Calaverae counties, 
raa shot in tho leg this afternoon by his 
ivorced wife at a wayeide resort on the 
Mariposa road, two milea from this city. 
Ie is not hadly hurt, the bullet having 
laseed through the calf of his lee. 
He 


lied a lot and came into town for medi- 
ial treatment. The story told by tho 
officers is that Viortong went to the 


public inoneyB in the way of epiicial do- 
posits. An opinion from the attorney 
general was hod supporting this view, 
and the Governor pointed out to tho 
State Bunk Commissioners that it was 
their duty to see that the hanks did 
not violate the law by receiving public 
moneys except OB special deposits. Ihe 
question caused quite a hubbub at the 
time, but the excitement soon subsided 
and it is doubtful if any of the county 
treasurers paid much attention to the 
law. 
Oiie of the most important arguments 


made against the law ut tho time was 
that the withdrawal ol public funds 
from tho different bunks of the slate 
would retire a largo amount of money 
from circulation and cause a stringency. 
It was also put forward that in many of 
the counties there was no adequate pro- 
vition for hoatdiugtlie public funds and 
the onlv safe place in which to keep the 
money "waa 
in the banks. Thu law in 


regard to this matter is clear, however, 
aud the Governor insisted upon ita ob- 
servance. Section 87 o! tho county gov- 
ernment act aaya-: 
"Tho county troaaurer must keep all 


moneys belonging to the state or to any 
county of thia slate in his own posses- 
sion until disbursed according to law. 
lie inuat not place the same In posses- 
sion of any portion to be used for any 
purpose; nor must ho loan or in any 
manner use, or permit auy portion to 
use tho aame, except ns provided by law; 
but nothing in this suction prohibit! 
him from making special deposits lor 
safe-keeping of the public moneys, but 
ho should bo liablo therefor on Ills offi- 
cial bond." 
, . 
In January, 1895, Treasurer Whitsou 


appeared 'before the supervisors and 
asked them for authority to deposit the 
county funds in the several banks of 
this city, as he did not consider tho 
vault in the court house a sate recepta- 
cle. 
Ho waB given the permission asked 


for and since then the county funds 
have been divided among the several 
banks ol this city lor safe keeping. Dur- 
ing the reconstruction of the court house 
last winter the treasurer's olllco was 
connected witll tho sheriff's olhce by 
means ol an electric burglar alarm. Re- 
cently the matter of .the depositing ol 
the public funds in banks came up for 
discussion before the supervisors and 
tho district attorney's olllco was asked 
for an opinion. Deputy Jones pointed 
out the section above quoted and the 
supervisors in order to escape all re- 
sponsibility rescinded their action of 
over two years ago.
